Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has provided no teachings as to what 
the consequences of the binding of Mkinase protein to Traf4 or to other proteins. There are no teachings as to how the kinase activity of 
Mkinase protein affects the binding, and whether the kinase activity is changed in any cancers. All that is disclosed is an in vitro kinase 
assay using an unnatural substrate. Applicant has not provided sufficient teachings to overcome the rejection. 
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
